Accor d- 
ingly,I have wondered whether he may not have been born in Iele of 
Wight,the eon of Edward Cobb(d.1729)or Edward Cobb(d.1742).Neither 
of these Edwarde mentions a son Etephen in their wilis ,but I believe 
there are indications that there were other econs,not mentioned.
